BIG BUSINESS OPERATES ON 
SYSTEMATIC SPENDING PLAN 

By S. BOYER NELSON 

It has been said that never before 
have people spent so much money or 
saved so much. The seeming ex- 
travagance is only seeming. The In- 
telligent use of the budget^ has 
emancipated many people from finan- 
cial burdens. They d« not ask their 
Income where It went: they tell It 
where to go. By tlrat setting aside 
enougb for the necessities— food, 
clothing, shelter, operating, etc., and 
a definite sum for tho security of sav- 
ings and insurance, tliey enjoy their 
recreations. Indulge their whims and 
contribute to their charities without 
a shadow of worry. 

93 Per Cent Spend Unwisely 

Statistics show that 93 people out 
of every 100 are spendthrifts. Just 
seven per cent save enough to keep 
them In tlieir old age, and three per 
cent lose their Bavlngs through specu- 
lative Investments, this leaving only 
four Iter cent who save enough to 
keep them in their old age. To which 
class do you belong? 

Big Business Uses System 

Big business today operates on n 
budget system. The United States 
Government has found that its de- 
partments function better and at the 
same time more efficiently under a 
budget plan. The same methods that 
are being used by large corporations 
and our government can also be ap- 
plied to the expenditure of the family 
income. Thousands of families who 
have adopted this system would not 
be willing to go back to. the old hap- 
hazard way. But there are atlll too 
many folks tr>'lng to stretch their In- 
comes, and it can't be done. Unfor- 
tunately we can't spend the same 
money twice or three times— if we 
could, there would he no need for a 
budget. We can't "have our cake 
and eat It too". 

The Family Budget 

A family budget is an estimate 
of the family incom* and expendi- 
ture for a given ensuing period, a 
week, a month or a year, with pro- 
posals for maintaining a proper 
balance between the various types of 
expenditure. It simply puts the re- 
verse English on expenditures. In- 
stead of spending first and wondering 
where the family income went, you 
list what you are going to spend and 
how you are going to spend It in ad- 
vance and then abide by your plan. 

The Ideal family budget is one that 
is worked out by the particular fam- 
ily that Is to use IL We all differ 
somewhat In our ideas of needs and 
luxuries. A standardized budget 
does not allow for personal tests. 

We urge every reader to draw up a 
family budget — make the family In- 
coipe go round. Let the whole fam- 
ily help In making up the budget, 
and iv-eep track of all expenditures In 
every division. Make It a sort of 
family gahie, and you will find it the 
most successful and prosperous 
"game" you ever played. 

. The Ant and the Grasshopper 

Tho ant worked without play — the 
grasshopper played without work. 
One sacrificed the comforts of llfo In 
a miserly way, and tho other came 
to grief because he did not save and 
plan for tlie winter that was sure to 
come. They should both have been 
on a budget. We are told to go to 
the ant, learn of his ways, and be 
wise. Many have done so, and, even 
wiser than the ant, they have also 
taken n lesson from tho grasshopper 
(who after all did have a wonderful 
time — while It lasted). There Is a 
sense of play In most of us -which 
should find a normal' outlet, and not 
bo suppressed by money worries. 
The budget takes Into consideration 
our need for recreation, and anyone 
who faithfully adheres to tho budget 
that Is best suited to hie noeda will 
have the greatest freedom to really 
enjoy life.

Rare Books From ChonI In the Ulbrary of Conareii.

THK monastery and vlllaKC of 
ChonI near the Tlhotun border 
of China, which was recently 
the Bceno of n maHBucro liy 
Aloslen> «oIdlers, was an oiiiBtnndlnB 
.type of the I*anm communUIes that 
dot western China and Tibet. 

The Bite of ChonI U In the south- 
western part of Knnsu Province. 
Thougli It was the capital of the do- 
main of tlie prince of ChonI. It was 
merely n vlllace of lOO faiulllos, ap- 
proximately i!.0(tO InhabltantH. The 
native* of this region are of Tibetan 
orlRin; in fiict. there aru few real 
Chinese In the neighborhood. The vll- 
lage was by far the best situated spot 
In Kansu Trovlnce, and the prince's 
territory was the choicest bit of land. 
Xowhcre else In ICnnsu nre there such 
forests, and the. scenery Is unsur- 
passed. 

The vllhiRO probably rhanped hnt 
mtic durbiK the six centurlrs of Its 
existence. The Tao river, which Mows 
a third of a ndio below the south sate, 
furnished tlie water for the town and 
tlio lamasery. Women carried the wa- 
ter In wooden buckets to the town, 
and the poorer monks convoyed It the 
additional WX) feet to the "lHnuiser.v, 
Uttin of this water was used f»tr 
cleanslnp purposes. The monks, ihen;- 
fore, reeked of rancid butter and 
grease, and their skin was black from 
the accumulated tilth of years. Kven 
Inmn otllclnls ^q not hatlie. althoucb 
their faces appear washed, /fhelr 
priestly garments of red I.hasa clotii 
are unwnsliahle; and since few of 
tliem have more than ono Kurmenl, the 
clotblnff Is satunited with odors so 
strong that It Is dUllcuIt to expel the 
Hcent from a room after even a short 
visit by a saiull Rroup of lamas. ^ 
Monastery Is Extensive. 
Choul monastery or what remains 
of It Is surrounded by n wall of loess 
(a peculiar deposit of loam) picrceil 
by » large stone gnte looking south. 
Upon the gate Is the Inscription: CliI 
Ssu Chan Ting Ssu (Hestowed by Im- 
perial Command Temple of Abstract 
Tranquillity). A memorial stone of 
37.10 records that the tablet for the 
nmnnstery was written by Ehipcror 
King Ilsi himself In 1710 as a favor 
to Chlh Men, a Clionl priest, who 
paid him a visit. After his return to 
ChonI. Chill Lien Is said to have con- 
tributed ;i,000 taels of silver— a great 
sum nt that timo— toward tho build- 
ing of temples and chaniing halls In 
the monastery. Within the walls are 
172 buildings, not Including 10 large 
und small chanting halls. 

During tho reign of Yung Lo the 
monastery boused a.SOO monks, but 
recently only 700 have resided there. 
Of the 10 chanting Imlls In ChonI 
two are fairly large. The one nrost 
f nkiuontly used faces a square In whldi 
the lama dances nre performed and 
tlie butler festival Is celebrated. This 
ball la flanked by three other build- 
ings. 

The largest dmntlng hall, a struc- 
ture probably I'OO years old. Is- Im- 
mediately buck of tlie llrst. It can 
accommodate about "lOO monks. The 
roof Is supported by SO large pillars 
of wood lacquered red. The nudn Idol 
In this hall Is Wutalshan, or Chaniby- 
ang, the God of Learning (tho CIdnesc 
Wen Shen, God of Mteraturo). 

On festive days this hall was beau- 
tifully <lecorated with brocades. Krom 
the celling were auspcndedjong cere- 
monial uud)reIlaH, and the pillars Avere 
sheathed In niagnlUcent hand-woven 
cnnielB, tho gift of the Mongol king 
of the Ala Shan. Tho hall was opened 
only on special occasions, such as tho 
Feast of Lights, when the monks as- 
sembled nt night to chant tlie classics. 

Complete Set. of Tibetan Classics. 

A building to tho left of the main 
chanting hall contained a large oc- 
tagonal prayer cylinder of wood, with 
doors. Within It was kept a complete 
«ct of the Kandjur and Tandjur, the 
chief Tibetan classics, the former 
comprising 108 volumes, tholtiter— 
the commentary— 200 volumes. To tho 
cylinder were attached slender bars 
with carved figures, by means of which 
the wheel could bo sot lu motion. With 
one revolution tho devotee said the 
contents of the 317 volu^ies— Indeed 
« quick way of saying pruyers.

Ing the Tandjur blocks, an.d the dnlm 
IH made that tlie books printed here 
are without mistakes, the best edition 
known. 

The printing blocks of both dnsslci 
were more than 500 years old. It 
took sixteen years to carve the blocksi 
of the Tnndjur alone. The Chonl 
I'rlnco suggested movable type, but 
the lamas refused to entertain tbo 
Idea. It took -in monks three months 
to print the Kandjur and nearly six 
months to print tho Tnndjur. This 
does not Include the time consumed 
In preparing the paper for tbo prlnldrs. 

The paper used Is bought nt Kung- 
Chang, In eastern Kansu, 11 days dls- 
tant from ChonI. It Is very tbin, and 
tho monks pasted eight sheets to- 
gether to make ono for the book. 
When 317 volumes are printed, one 
can surmise the time and labor spejit. 

The Library of Congress In Wash- 
ington, D. C, obtained ;» conijiieto set 
of the two classics from tbo ChonI 
lamasery. These wore packed In 02 
boxes and sent by caravan seven flays 
to Lnncliow; thence by parcel post to 
Shanghai. Unfortunately, thoy arrived 
at Slanfu Just before tbo gates of 
that city closed. There tlo'y remained 
through tbo whole siege of the town. 
They did reach Shanghai, bowovei. 
after bclug more than a year on tbo 
way. 

Ceremonial Dances. 
Great ceremonle.s, conducted regu- 
larly each year In Chonl lamasery, 
were few. There was n dance on the 
lilt' of the flrst moon; the butter 
festival WHS celebnitcd on the l.'ith. 
and ahother dance was performed on 
the lOtb. Tho Sunning of the Rnddha 
took place In the spring, on the ;W)tb 
day of tlie sixth moon fell tlie Old 
Dance. Chamngyon-wa. probably the 
most Interesting of all the ceremonies. 
There Is a dance on the 2llb of tho 
10th moon, followed on tlie 2")tb by 
the Feast of Lights, which commeni- 
orates tbo ascension of Tsongkana, 
with yet another dance on the 2(Jth 
dny. Every third year, on the 10th of 
the first moon, the Chonl lamas cele- 
brate the Installation of a new presid- 
ing priest by a pocullnr festival known 
as Lo Chon Clinker. 

The time between ceremonies was 
occupied by the monks In chanting on 
certain days, but otherwise mainly 
In lonllng. In ca.se of Illness of 
wealthy believers, tho lamos wove 
asked to chant the classics. hellev#»d 
to have u salubrious citoct. The 
chargo for opening tho largest chant- 
ing ball was ;K)0 laels of silver (.S200). 
To expedite the reading of these vol- 
uminous works. r>00 assembled Iannis 
divided the pages and each read por- 
tion of the text—a rather disconnected 
method, but apparently It matters lit- 
tle If the beginning, middle, and end 
are rend at the same time. It was thus 
possible to rend the lOS volumes of 
the Knndjur In a day.

Nnturnlly, the glittering package, 
glowingly advertised to prevent the 
then prevnlilng disease. Is partlcutnrly 
nppialing. And It Is perhaps of some 
psychological value to have n "pre- 
ventive" or "sure cure" dose nt band- 
it gives one a sense of protertinn slra- 
Ilnr to seeing the life preserver In 
one's steamship cabin. However, Its 
nctunl power to do what la dnlmed 
for It Is nor always quite so Infallible 
as one Is led to hellevc. 

In cnse of epidemics the main point 
la to use ordinary care and protec- 
tion. This can bo accomplished by 
avoiding ns much as possible those 
who are victims of tho disease, by 
building bodily reslptnnco through 
Pb-'nty of rest, fresh air. exercise, 
wholesome food and b> the dally elim- 
ination of wastes. 

It must be conceded that In epidemic 
perlnds one mny contract the disease 
no mntter how carefully and healtb- 
Ily one attempts to live. But cer- 
tainly one's chances of pulling tbrongh 
unscnihed nre better \vlth n healthy 
body without a purchased preventive, 
than with a sickly body with drug 
store protection. 

Turn Into an opportunist by resolv- 
ing today to obey the laws of healthy 
existence. Or as thd old saying goes.
